T H E F A R M E B S IfO V EB fE N T AND 
R A IIiR O A D S . 
Ju st now there Is, perhaps, a call for 
soiae kind of a movement to purify par­ 
ties and make office-holding respcctahle 
but the farmers movement, In Minnesota 
partW itarly, is one óf the greatest hum- 
bi gs o f .the day. The Democrats seem 
to have IlTtcd tliolr w in gs, ami by p at­ 


ron izin g clucks invite iheiu to come un- 


dor, w hile the Republican': arc bcwiU 


fi-red ; and, *f the Minnesota press only 
the St. Paul Pre.ss seems to comprehend 
the situation and deno\inc;es the move 
incnt as it de.serves. 
The Patrons of 
husbandry have a work to do, but when 
they lindel take to accomplish it through 
political maneuvering they will certain 
ly wreck their hopes and destroy their 
usefulnnss, for, except in purely agrien! 
tural region.s, they can never obtain 
controlling influence. 
And when they^ 
forget to correct their own short com 
ings and shiftlessness ^and other work 
they m ight do, and mass their,columns 
for an attack on railroads, tliey also 
make a mistake, for there is no interest 
so directly interested in building up the 
country and developing its resources as 
the railroad interest. W hatever benefits 
the people benefits railroads, and the 
war made upon them, instead of aiding 
to relieve the people of the embarrass 
jnent they labor under has a tendency 
to stay the relief they seek. 
We know 
very well that this theory is unpopular, 
but we know, also, that it is right and 
so long as we know we are right no con 
sider&tion will make us pander to popu 
lar prejudices, simply because they exist 
as too many journalists are apt to do 
The editor of the Farmers Union, has 
taken steps to give the other side of this 
railroad question and publishe.s, among 
others, a letter from J. W. Bishop, of the 
Sioux City road, in which he says; 


“ We have had in contemplation the 
building of a branch from Heron Lake, 
Minn., Northwesterly to Lake Shetek, 
one from W orthington, Minn., w'csterly 
to Sioux Falls, and one from Sibley, 
Iowa,jwe8terly to Rock Rapids. 
Prelim­ 
inary steps were taken for. the construc­ 
tion of these road.s last year, and verbal 
assurance of the means to build them, 
were given us. 
These have been with 
drawn because of the war upon railroads, 
during the past winter, in the Legisla 
tares of Illinois, Iowa and Minnesota, 
and because of the organised movement 
in those states, to cripple the roads, and 
reduce their earnings. 
“ Our W esten railroads are generally 
unprofitable as property, because they 
are built in advance of the settlement 
of the country, and very few of them 
have business enough to pay expenses 
and interest; many of them not enough 
to pay expenses alone. 
“Our line in Iowa from Oct. 1st (when 
opened), to Dec. Slst, last year, earned 
in gross, $15,284.64, at a cost of $32,- 
496.20, showing us a loss, besides inter­ 
est and deterioration, of $17, 247.50 for 
the three months. 
The showing for the 
succeeding three, is yet worse. 
The 
average of the 1550 miles of railroad 
operated in Minnesota for the year end­ 
ing Aug. 1st, 1872, as reported to the 
State 
Railroad Commisáion, earned 
$366.87 per mile for th e year, or about 
one dollar per mile per day, over the ex­ 
penses—not including interest or the 
deterioration of the property; that is to 
say, they earned about one-twentielh of 
the amount, nett, that would pay the in­ 
terest at ten per cent, on their cost and 
pay for the current wear, wash and de­ 
cay of the property which cannot be es­ 
timated at less than ten per cent. Tho.se 
railroads are capable of doing ten times 
the business that the country can give 
them at present, a n d . while they are 
nearly all operated now, at a loss of iir- 
tereat, a t least, they look to, and aid in 
the development of the country as the 
source of u business that will, ultim ate­ 
ly, be profitable. 
It is too soon for any raid on them to 
be profitable to anybody; they arc do­ 
ing more service for the public, and for 
a smaller return, than any other insti­ 
tution within my knowledge. 
In reply to your question. Neither of 
our roads have ever paid any dividend 
on its capital stock. 
“N either of them has ever earned its 
experses, interest and impairs. 
“Both of them havé land grants which 
have been rendered habitable by the 
building of the roads through them, and 
which are being rapidly settled now, 
but these land grants were pledged by 
companies, to the parties advancing the 
money to construct the roads, and are 
not available as a source of money for 
operating expenses, except a.s by their 
settlement and cultivation» they furnish 
business to pay those expenses. 


Not only has Mr, Bishop's road been 
crippled butother W estern roads. Bond­ 
holders of the St. Paul & Pacific heard 
the hue and cry made against that road, 
and oQ^^(|..vild charges founded a suit, 
which,'m aái knotf, has delayed eonstrqc- 
tion. 
Bairfoad building "all over' (he 
country has become paralized and no 
gain whatever has resulted that would 
not have been conceded in the interest 
of commerce.. 
There has Imen plundering by some 
railroad manrgera, but the owners of 
those roads have suííered from it more 
than the'people. 
Indeed there has been 
plundering on every hand., The office­ 
holders have not been exempt from it. 
Tbemiddle men all over the country have 


grown rich. 
Never has there been such 
a season of prosperity.ior them as during 
the past ten years. During that time more 
men have grown rich and greater for- 
tunoa have been made than ever before 
W hile this has been true, the laboring 
classes, particularly in the west, have 
jBPQixi through a series of years of ex­ 
ceedingly hard Umes but a movement of 
farmers w ith a view to securing politi­ 
cal chapgi» will not give them the re­ 
lief sdiifihU ;' 
' 
W hen the 'P atrons of Husbandry 


make arrangements to purchase their 
goods, through a co-operation system di­ 
rectly from tó o im porters and nmnufac- 
turers; teaches its m em ^rs 
pay as 
they go, as bi|B in«M ,^n 
to d o ; aiid, iñkíead oT mbrtgagiñg Üíeir 
crops in advance for things they can get 
along 
without, hold their 
produce 
until 
they 
can get 
paying prices 
and its 
members 
learn 
to 
check 
Iheir nece9sitle.s 
and improve their 
husbandry, they will have accomplished 
a noble work; and whéníthís i.S attempted 
they will be encouraged in it by all hon­ 
orable men. 
And if they join with 
other good citizens in trying to elevate 
good men to office, with a view 
economy and efficiency, w ithout rc.spect 
to party, they will deserve succe.ss. Now, 
di-mogogues seern to be taking advan 
tagc of their prejudices and are leading 
in a crusade aga'mst railroads and 
things with no motive but personal 
gain.

ings for the timewhen the railroads will 
give them work, bring them goods from 
Uie Eastern manufactories, and give 
them an outlet for their produce. 
Though in the same latitude, Montana 
does not havo the short seasons and cold 
winters of Minnesota, nor yet the mud 
and rainy seasons which'prevail on the 
Pacific coast; but is a happy medium 
between the two, where stock feed on the 
prairies during the entire winter, and 
grow fa t; where farmers plow in Februa­ 
ry and the prairies are green in March ; 
where fruits are raised as readily as in 
Oalifornia, and wheat, tho great staple, 
always a surd crop. 
Montana is a 
better country than California but it 
has no ontlet^cf tbe sea.^ Its capital 
city is 150 miles from Fort Benton, the 
nearest point on the Missouri. 
The opening of the 
Yellowstone 
and the establishment of a m ilitary 
post there will help them some as it 
will enable them to reach the N orth­ 
ern Pacific during the entire season. 
The distance from 
Bozeman to the 
mouth of the Powder River is about 
250 miles, through a 
grazing and 
farming country, and it is belieyed a 
road can be opened w ithout difficulty. 
Arrangements aro now being made for 
line of steamers to run regtdarly be* 
tween this point and th a t 
Even, now 
two steamers are lying here awaiUng 
orders, and will go up as late as thelO tb 
of September to bringdown the 
stone expedition and are expected to 
winter here. 
After completion of this arrangement, 
M oatanians are nearer Lake Superior, 
than 
they 
are 
to 
Omaha, 
and 
Lake Superior, they will find as 
good a market for their produce as at 
Chicago. 
This being true they may 
well look to the N orthern Pacific as 
“ the great exterprise th at will recreate 
and re*vitalize M ontana." 
And the 
people of th at T erritoiy may, with con­ 
fidence, look to the Bismarck Tbibvxb 
for rdiableinform ation relative to this 
great enterprise.

is full of life and is popular with all 
who know him. 


SMALL HACK 
is .Sergeant of the Indian scouts, a 
brave athletic'Tellow who not only dared 
to tell the Indian Commissioner some 
unpleasant things relating to the treat­ 
ment of his tribe but to lecture the 
chiefs for not daring to spoak out their 
grievance.s. 


LEAN WOLF 
is a corporal, as good looking a.“, he is 
bravo. 


L’P THE H EA RT. 
About ten o’clock Lieut. Carland, ac­ 
companied by Fred Girard, Small Back, 
Lean W olf and eight Indians took us in 
charge and soon we were galloping 
northward. 
We visited the sites of 


MANDAN VILLAGES 
occupied long years ago by one of the 
strongest and noblest of the tribes of 
W estern Indians. 
Allied with the Ar- 
rickarees and Gros Ventres they were 
so strong that war’s alarms did not dis­ 
turb them. 
The while man had not 
then tread the soil of the Upper Mis­ 
souri and the prairies swarmed with 
buffalo, elk, deor and antelope. 
Ser­ 
geant Small Back told us of all these 
things, illustrating the great strength of 
these tribes then and their weakness 
now by gestures peculiar to the Indian. 
In the wofk Of deoiihation tho small pox 
played no small p a rt 


TH E IND IA N S 
were constantly 
riding hither 
and 
thither, now forward, now sideways, 
then in circles,,; picking up hers and 
'there ^ m e relic Vlficfi they took pleas­ 
ure in presenting us. 
Each gathered a 
few spears of a very fragrant grass which 
grows in occasional low places ou the 
prairies and brought it to us as an of­ 
fering, perhaps, to the genieus of our 
lead pencil. 
This grass is held in high 
esteem by the natives and when placed 
in a trunk its aroma will remain for 
years, and is almost as delicate as that 
of the rose. 


SMALL BACKS HKAVKN. 
Not being familiar with Indian theol­ 
ogy G irard for our benefit asked Small 
Back his idea of the future. 
Pointing 
hpward he said there are two villages 
vihere. 
The Indian who is brave and 
iru e and who dies in battle goes to the 
^ o d village where he is taken by the 
hand by the great spirit, welcomed, and

roof thus making niining more expen 
sive 
We were over Mhbut eighteen miles o f 
country and returned to Col. WflsottV 
for refreshments late In the aflernobn 
but on the way visited 
THE POST GARDEN 
and G irard’s farm. 
In the latter there 
are,five acres, 4>roken up this spring, oh 
which there will be not less than six 
hundred bushels of pototoes,hot to speak 
of a large am onnt of corn, squashes, 
pumpkins, turnips &c., &c. 
W e pulled 
up one hill of potato vines and on the 
roots counted twenty potatoes, none 
smaller than w alnuts.. There was per­ 
haps an acre of corn, the ears of which 
were large enough I’for ' roasting. 
On 
three hills of sq u a ^ vines we counted 
one hundred squashes ranging from the 
size of an egg to that of a coacoa nut. 
One squash as largo as a mans' head was 
growing whore the sod had only been 
dug up w ith a hoe. 
The garden will 
not only give Girard all the vegetables 
he needs for himself but he will be able 
to sell at least fortcen hundred dollars 
worth of truck to the Fort and Bis­ 
marck. 
The post garden i.s about eight 
acres in extent and i.s under the charge 
of Dr. Boughter, it, also is a complete 
success.

Tn little more than twenty-four months 
of working time, the Northern Pacific 
Railroad Company has accomplished the 
following resu lts;

It has built and opened to bus- 
ines.s more than 500 miles of its line of 
road, bc.sides an additional section of 
one hundred miles put under contract 
and now being constructed. 
2. 
It has completed the entire East­ 
ern Division of its road, uniting the 
commerce of the Lakes with the naviga­ 
tion of the Upper Missouri, and has 
formed favorable connections wilh lines 
of . steamers eastward from Duluth to 
Buffalo, Erie and Cleveland, and west­ 
ward from Bismarck (where the road 
strikes the Missouri,) to Fort Benton 
in W estern Montana, thus opening a 
new and direct east and west route of 
travel and transportation 2,500 miles in 
length by lake, rail and river, between 
the A tlantic States and tho new N orth­ 
west.

It has secured—by reason of the 
shortness and directness of its line-— 
the trade of the Northwest, including 
the transportation of Army and Indian 
supplies. 
4. 
I t has earned title to near(y ten 
million acres of the Unds granted by the 
government to aid ih the construction, 
of the road, and these consist mainly of 
good prairie, farm and grazing lands in 
Central Minnesota and Dakota, and val­ 
uable timber lands;about Puget Sound.

It has fully .organized its I^n d 
and Emigration Department, and suc­ 
cessfully begun the work of selling and 
settling its land grant. 
It has realized 
firom, lands thus far sold, an average^ 
price of nearly six dollars per acre,’ and 
<from the proceeds has already begun the 
[lurcbase and cancellation of its 7-85 first 
mortgage bonds.

It has opened to. the landless ciG 
izens of thia and other countries, and to 
the markets of the wprW, 200,000 square 
miles of the graih belt of the c<fotinent, 
from which the bulk of the wheat ex­ 
ports of the United States must,ere long, 
be drawn.

Commodore Kotintz and His 
Steamers. 


-Business for Bisnurolu 
The Mis.souri River Transportation 
Company lias broken up and the com­ 
bination which has heretofore existed 
ed belwec'u the Coulson Line and the 
boats owned bv I’ommodore Kounlz, 
exists no more. 
Kountz’s boats are 
ordered to Bismarck and .will hereafter 
be engaged almost exclusively in the up 
river trade, the new line to be known 
as the N. P. R. R. Line; Col. H. Brown- 
son has been appointed agent at Bis­ 
marck. It is understood that the Com 
modore has aifected a contract with the 
North Pacific Company which will en­ 
able him to command the Montana, 
Idaho, and Up River Indian and military 
trade as against all rival routes, and at 
the same time give the people the best 
route to the East ever enjoyed by them. 
C. C, Coffin (“Carleton”) has been in 
Montana for the past month working 
the matter up on that end of the line^ 
and Col. Brownson will follow him at 
an early day. 
The people of Montana are moving 
in earnest to secure an outlet either to 
the mouth of the Muscleshell or the 
Powder River, though the latter .seems 
to be generally preferred by them as ap­ 
pears from late Montana papers. Twen­ 
ty tliousaud dollars will complete a 
wagon road striking the Missouri River 
at the Muscleshell, and a less sum will 
complete a road to the Yellowstone at 
the mouth of the Powder River. 
At 
either point they will obtain direct com­ 
munication with the Northern Pacific 
railroad, saving 700 miles over the Fort 
Benton route, which ha.s been preferred 
to the route via the U. P. R. R. 
Commodore Kountz, who is one of 
the shrewdest financial managers in the 
United States, has had his eye on this 
trade and 
finally completed his ar­ 
rangements, and his steam ers: the 
Mollic Moore, Katie P. Kountz, May 
Low’r}-, Peninah, Carrie V. Kountz, 
Andrew .\ckley and John Falle, will 
winter, at Bisraarok ready for business 
in the spring. 
It is well known that by reason of the 
rapid current and shifting channel nav­ 
igation on the Missouri below Fort Rice 
is extremely hazardou.s, and because of 
this the freiglit for the Upper Missouri 
from St. Louis, Sioux City and other 
points below Yankton, will be shipped 
to Sc, Paul, and from thence via th# 
North Pacific to Bismarck. 
Above 
Bismarck navigation is unobstructed 
and boats may run from Bismarck to 
the Muscleshell or the Pow’der river 
during the entire season. 
This arrangement is of the greatest 
importance to Bismarck and the N. P. 
R. K. It is conceded by all that Com­ 
modore Kountz did more to build up 
Sioux City than all other influences. 
Hereafter his interest will be here. The 
editor of theTaijtcNE asked the Com­ 
modore, who is now here, if he found 
the country us good as he expected 
“Yes,” replied he, “Five hundred per 
cent, better, and when I return I shall 
write of it in a manner that will aston­ 
ish the people of Western Pennsylva­ 
nia.” To Edwin Booth, he remarked : 
“I regard the bonds of the N, P. R. R. 
secured by mortgage on land such as 
this, as safe and as good an investment 
as five-twenties, and I shall take occa­ 
sion to say 30 on my return,” 
From the manner in which things are 
shaping now, it seems certain that not 
only will the Dakota Division of the 
N. P. R. R, be kept open this winter in or­ 
der to take advantage of the spring trade, 
but the road will be extended to the 
coal mines, say, thirty miles west, and 
thiswill indeed give us business at Bis­ 
marck 
It is well known that because the road 
was not in condition to receive freights 
this spring very much trade that will 
hereafter come this way sought other

A BRAVE INDIAN AGENT. 
Plwiit talk to tka koetila 81o 
Last week some account was given of 
a council on the part of the Sioux at 
Grand River. A new agent has recent, 
ly taken charge of that agenc^^ and from 
all accounts, he is the right man in the 
right place. He was present at this 
council and plainly told the Indians 
that they must remain on their reser 
vations and behave themselves, in which 
case the Government would do all it 
could for them, and would teach them 
the ways of the white man, and put 
ibem in a position to earn their own 
living, or they could leave, fight and 
shirk for themselves; that their annui­ 
ties would be withheld untill snow falls, 
and would not then be restored if in 
the meantime they made any disturban­ 
ce, either at Fort Lincoln, or interfered 
with the Arrickarees at Fort Berthold. 
He told them what the Government is 
doing at Ft, Lincoln; of the cavalry to 
be stationed there, and what they might 
expect. While talking an Indian step­ 
ped up and was about striking him on 
the head with a battle ax. “That is 
right” said the Agent, “kill me and it 
will be but tbe beginning of the end. 
Your Great Father will send his soldiers 
down upon you and exterminate the 
last one of you.” After continuing in 
the sam^ vein for a few minutes another 
Indian drew up his gun and was about 
shooting him when another Indian in­ 
terfered.
